The rust> failed. The gang's bluff 
didn't work worth a cent. The coun- 
cil didn't wilt And it Is well. 

There whs no occasion for any pe- 
tition, any mass meetiiig, or an>- 
tliing else over the lighting propo 
f i t ion last night. No contract could 
BSkStSty have been let last night, or 
cicn have been considered. There 
was no action that the council could 
take except to pass an ordiuauce au- 
thoring the city, while the ordi 
nance was in force. t«> either furnlsn 
Its own lights or award a private con- 
tract for them. Even if this ordi- 
nance had been passed it would have 
amounted to nothing, aa It would 
have had to be passed once again by 
tne council and twice by the boar.' 
of aldermen, then go to the mayor, 
who, after keeping It the maxlinun 
number of days would doubtless have 
vetoed It. as he vetoed the sanitary 
sewerage and other such ordinances 
when republican boards were In of- 
fice several >ears ago. 

After the mayor had vetoed the 
oidinancc. it would have to be pass- 
ed again over his veto, and after thi.< 
formality, which would require at 
least several SSOBI complete, the 
proposition from the light company 
might come up Then if anyone de- 
nred to ■% heard on It, it would be 
time enough to ask to be heard. 
There was no occasion Tor a hearing 
last night, and a great many of those 
who professed to want' to be heard 
probably knew it. 

One of "the gang" said \esterda> 
when told that the light question 
would not come up last night, "We're 
going up and raise h— anyhow." 
That expressed the sil nation in a 
nutshell. Some of those opposed to 
the light proposition are in goou 
faith. Others are not. They have 
not given the question any serious 
thought, and do not understand It. 
Some have a grudge against sonie- 
l,od> or something, and that's why 
many oppose the light contract. Oth- 
ers are not tax payers. Others are 
taxpayers but would much rather 
pay twice the amount of taxes anu 
»ee the present uoardtt "In hot wa- 
ter, " and help "raise h — with em," 
quoted from an/ expression above, 
than to have an economical, business- 
like city administration under repub- 
lican boards. These men belong to 
the gang, sind they are largely the 
ones who have agitated the light 
question and misled a large numbei 
of people about It. 

Another thing, a few hundred peo- 
ple, or a petition containing a fuw 
bundled names, do not represent the 
BSS9M of Padu. ab. There are 2»i,- 
BM or more people here, and 4,«inu 
or more voters. A legislative board 
must think of those not present and 
not on a petition, a* well as those 
who are. The members of the boards 
must do what they think Is best for 
the people in general.

AN EMPTY DREAM 
I«a*t night Mayor Yeiser reported 
a plan of burning coal in such a way 
as to furnish gas as power to run 
the city light plant, and by using gas 
instead of steam, reduce the cost of 
arc lights to the city to $17.50. The 
mayor did not say that this could be 
done, or that he believed It could be 
done, but evidently he desired his 
hearers to think It could be done. He 
did not once attempt to explain how 
I preposterous such a scheme is. For 
Instance, the actual cost of open ing 
the light plant last year, as shown 
by the auditor's report. «r*J H'V 
368. The city used 165 light*. This 
made the actual cost of the l ulus 
|«t] and a fraction. The cost to tne 
city of coal for last year was lit'.*.!. 
The cost for coal of each of the ICS 
lights was i ohm Muently |lt.S0< H 
you take this $10.20 spent for roal 
for each light, from the av.agr cost 
or the lights for the yeat, $64. it 
leaves the cost $:»». in rout- I num- 
bers, which represents what the 
lights would have cost If t»i ett" 
hadn't paid a cent for roar. In otner 
words, if the city had been able to 
operate its plant without ■ dollars 
worth of fuel. It still would have 
saved but $D» a light, and wo„,d 
have made the average cost per 
light $5t. for the "moonlight sched- 
ule. " The light company proposed lo 
furnish this same light for $52. Yet 
the mayor apparently wishes people 
to believe that by saving part of the 
coal the city can get the cost of 
lights down to $17.50. when by sav- 
ing all of it the reduction last >ear 
would not tiave brought the cost of 
lights under Mayor Yeiser s own ad- 
ministration, below $54.

ItEDlCI-ION IN THE TAX RATE. 

The council has taken the first 
step towards reducing the tax rate 
in Paducah. The ordinance passed 
last night fixes it at $1 60. This is a 
reduction of 25 cents on the $100. 
It means a big saving for the tax- 
payers. It was hoped to make the tax 
rate even lower, probably $l.50.but 
this will be impossible, for there are 
a number of things that should have 
been done by the old boards last 
year or the year before that were 
not, and they have to be done now to 
give the people the service and ben- 
efits they are entitled to. 

The remains of the former admin- 
istration, as everyone knows, has 
tried every way In Its power to pile 
more expenses on the new boards and 
make the cost of running the city as 
heavy as possible, and yet the tax 
rate will he about $1.60 this year. If 
indications count, where It was 
$1.85 last year. 

The taxpayers, while they may b» 
somewhat disappointed because the 
rate Is not |1.M. what it was hoped 
It would be. will doubtless be more 
than glad to learn of a $16$ tax 
rate. 



A number of |>e<»ple, when the. 
heard Hie mayor's statement lasl 
night relative to the i^pe dream of 
some company that proposed to sub- 
stitute gas for power to run the light 
machinery and enable the city to 
make lights for $17.50 each, were 
obviously astonished. The mayor 
made his announcement with due 
solemnity. Just as if he did not know 
how ridiculous It was. If the cstv 
of Paducah or any otitic r city, saved 
every dollar paid for its |Miwer to run 
Its light plant. It still would not cue 
down the cost of lights over $10 or 
$12 each a year. Takiug the c»ti- 
mated cost of lights to a ciity as giv- 
en by municipal ownership advocates, 
which Is largely visionary, there U 
no possible way that arc lights could 
be furnished at this price, if the 
city owned an automatic plant that 
didn't cost a dollar for power to run 
its dynamos.

CROWD LAST NIGHT 



The Council Did Not Consider the Light- 
ing Proposition Or Ordinance.

It was a badly disappointed crowd 
that assembled in the city hall coun- 
cil chamber last night for the pur- 
pose of hearing what might be said 
in regard to the light question, or to 
participate in the discussion. The 
council proceeded with its business 
and about 10 o'clock when the ordi- 
nance providing that the city of Pa- 
ducah might furnish light from its 
own plant, or by private contract, 
was read, it was simply referred, 
which ended the question so far as 
the council is concerned with it at 
present. 

The crowd present last night was 
estimated at from To to 15". Ef- 
forts have been made to leave the 
impression that there was a monster 
crowd present, when as a matter of 
fact, the whole city hall will not 
hold many people, and the council 
chamber very few, even when they 
are all standing. 

The council passed on Its first 
reading an ordinance fixing the tax 
rate at $1.60. Some of the members 
believed it should be made $1.65, 
but the |1.M idea prevailed. 

The councilmanic board met In 
regular session last night with Coun- 
cilman Dlpple absent. 

Mayor Yelser presented a petition 
from property owners and residents I 
asking that no saloon license be ' 
granted anyone on Broadway be- 
tween Fourth and Fifth street In the 
building now occupied by the Bruns- 
wick billiard hall. The petition was 
received and filed. 

An application from David Bier- 
bruuer. of Chicago, for the position 
of city electrical inspector, was re- 
ceived and filed. 

The board of works recommend- 
ed refilling the Sixth street bridge. 
The matter was referred. 

An application from John Lrhrer 
for sanitary inspector was filed. 

The mayor read a letter from C. 
C. Rose, insurance commissioner, 
urging the immediate election or 
appointment of F. O. Everts as city 
wire inspector. Several local insur- 
ance men were signers of the peti- 
tion which was received and filed. 

The matter of reducing the license 
of the broom factory industry was re- 
ferred. 

The culvert under Baumer fill was 
reported In bad repair by the street 
Inspector. The matter was referred 
with power to act. 

Mayor Yeiser presented the re- 
sult of his investigation into the cost 
of the city light plant to the city. 
The report was gotten up In formal 
style and states that the cost of the 
plant secured from annual appropri- 
ation since June, 1S94. a period cov- 
ering about 11 1-2 years, amounted 
to $lu5,950. Th p cost ln<< l>I an( - 
according to the mayor's figures, 
was $23,969.00. The cost of opera- 
tion each year exceeded Hie appro- 
priation. The total running expenses 
was given as $115,196.04 for the 
past 11 1-2 years. 

The mayor stated that the average 
cost per light per year was $36.03 
without counting interest. 

Mayor Yeiser slated that he would 
admit there had been bad manage- 
ment but even at that the lights cost 
but $00 »::. He slated that he would 
also present a gentleman who woul' 4 
make a contract with the city to fur- 
nish lights to the city at $6H per 
light, if he be permitted to sell In- 
cadescent lights at what he could 
get The mayor's report reviewed 
the history of the light plani. using 
bis white-wash brush with remarka- 
ble skill. In conclusion the mayor 
Invited a close Investigation of his 
report and recommended that the 
board of works be permitted to over- 
haul die plant and run It for the 
city. 

Mayor Yeiser read a communica- 
tion froth The Laverne Machine Co., 
who want to contract to refit the 
light plant, asking about the ma- 
chinery, etc. The letter stated that 
the company could furnish gas en- 
gines and the cost of lights per year, 
at 4,000 lights, would not exceed 
$17.50 each a year. If their plant 
was used. 

The auditor's report was received 
and filed. It showed a balance on 
hand Februarv 1 of $98,714.02. col- 
lections $5,203.14. disbursements 
llT.Ttl.M. leaving a balance of 
IM.1I4.M at the close of the past 
month.
